A hair-raising runaway accident which 


happily terminated without fatal results, 
except to a horse, occurred at the noon 
hour to-day. The team was attached to 
a wagon loaded witheacks of apples, end 
the oacarmnts were the owner, the Widow 
Green, Mrs. Sweet and the driver, a 
young man named Adolph Pelton. The 
party drove in from Prairie Home, a dis- 
•tance of 21 miles, and were going to the 
residence of Hiram Johnson on West 
Cerro Gordo street. Just as they reached 
the corner of Church and North streets 
the children from the Church street 
school oame out shouting and screaming 
as they usually do. The horses took 
fright, and wheeling about suddenly they 
went plunging and tearing southward on 
the west side of Ctraroh street, part of 
the way down the brick walk, the wagon 
striking against the trees along the boule- 
vard. Mrs. Street was the first to fall out 
above the J. G. Cloyd residence. Pelton 
held on until the horses collided with a 
huge tree in front of D. 0, Shookley's 
residence when Mrs. Green was thrown 
out. The shook was terrifio, and how the 
occupants escaped being daubed to death 
is astonishing. One horse broke away 
and disappeared, but the other had his 
left hind leg broken and was shot to end 
his misery. Mrs. Green and Mrs. Sweet 
were taken into Mr. Cloyd's residence 
where they rested awhile and then walked 
to the Johnson home. They were badly 
shocked. The hind wheels of the wagon 
were torn off by a tree near the North 
street corner, and along the walk to the 
William street corner were strewn sacks 
of apples, A large crowd collected to 
view the wreck.

BEEF FCLR FOOD. 


Tne Feeding That Is Accessary in Order 


To Make the JJe.it Beef. 


It is not tho heaviest no* tho fattest 


animal that should bring tho highest 
price for the butcher's block.but that an- 
imal giving tho largest per cent, of lean 
meat to live weight 
Such an animal 


wUl always contain fat enough with the 
meat fiber to make it palatable, juicy 
and nourishing. 
The fat parts of. bea£ 


cattle or mutton sheep aro little used 
as human food. Hence the crucial test 
must ever be the greatest proportion 
of lean meat (muscle) to the carcass. 


It is well known that steers quickly 


fed to fatness on sweet, flush, pasturage 
give the most succulent and finely-flav- 
ored food. Why? The relative propor- 
tion of fat and lean is normal. 
Fat 


cows sell for less money per pound 
than steers, Why again? The propor- 
tion of fat to lean is greater, as the 
principal cause, and, as a secondary 
reason, although better flavored than 
that of the bull, the meat of the cow is 
not so delicate as that of tho steer. 
Fashion, however, years ago decided 
that a carcass must be considered in- 
ferior if it did not show immense devel- 
opment of fat, even to great patchy 
masses ou the outside. It was estab- 
lished in the "good old days" of tallow 
candles, whoa fail was one of the most 
important pacts of tho animal, bo loug 
as fashion demands this feeders must 
cater to it. Indian corn will easily 
make fat 
Some food, richer in phos- 


phate and nitrogen, however, ia re- 
quired with corn, to keep the proportion 
of fat and lean equal. 
If the true rela- 


tion as between fat and lean were un- 
derstood by the buyer this could be pro- 
duced probably cheaper to the consumer 
than the monsters of fat so much ad- 
mired at our tat-stock shows. 
Yet so 


long as the feeder and buyer alike take 
pride in these fat-ovorloaded animals 
there will be no change. 
Tho fact, 


however, remains constant: the last 
two hundred pounds ot fat added to a 
sice-, ripe in llcsh, add only to the cost 
of the Miecuh'iil lean meat produced.

been the forcing of breeding; cattle until 
they now, through heredity, early do- 
Milop fat abnormally.

seller hoping to get something over 11 
hundred dollar? for would call "useful" 
—these are coming to have more and 
more advocates year by ,\car. They aro 
not wonders ot precocious fuLuoiS, but 
the}' are nevertheless just the animals, 
whatever Die brood, that, bought at one 
hundred to one hundred and lifly dol- 
lars for a bull, will pay ono hundred 
per cent, on the investment to breed 
grades on the common stock of tha 
brooding farmer.

" Embossed Leather." 


Hundreds of men, women, and even 


hoys, in New York aro engaged in the 
"business" of collecting old boots and 
shoes, which they take to the wall- 
paper faelories, where they receive 
from live to fifteen cents per pair. Calf- 
skin boots bring the best price, while 
cowh'do ones are not taken at any fig- 
ure. 
These boots and shoes are first 


soaked in several waters to get the dirt 
off, and then the nails and threads are 
removed and the leather is ground up 
into a fine pulp. Then it is pressed 
upon a ground of heavy paper, which 
is to be used in the manufacture of 
"embossed leather." Fashionable peo- 
ple think they aro going away back to 
mediaeval limes when they have the 
wall of their libraries and dining-rooms 
covered with this, and remain in bliss- 
ful ignorance that the shoes and boots 
which their neighbors threw in the ash- 
barrel a month before now adorn their 
walls and hang on tho screens which 
protect their eyes from the fire. Car- 
riage-top makers and book-binders also 
buy old boots and shoes, the former to 
make leather tops for carriages, and the 
latter leather bindings for the cheaper 
grade of books. The .new styles of 
leather frames with leather mate in 
them aro entirely made of the cast-oft 
covering of our feet.—& r".

A supersedeas was granted by the 
Democratic judges of the supreme 
court, and a stay of execution was 
ssued, but upon a hearing of the 
case by the full bench the judgment

Nlneteen- 
twotuieths of tho land is white sand, covered 
with abciut an Inrh of black soil, 
Tho way 


ten-acre orange and vegetable farms are made 
is to buy ono hundred acres ol land and move 
the soil from ninety acres on to the ten 
acres with a wheelbarrow; this will give the 
orange farm a lino soil ten inches deep, capa 
bio of producing nice vegetables and tine or- 
anges. Tho country is Interspersed with nu- 
merous small lakes, rivers and big swamps. 
The rivers abound with flsh, allgators and big 
water snakes; tho swamps with lizards,snakes, 
aligators and big mosquitoes; the sand with 
big, active, fat lloaa. 


Tho natives are very tall and slim, scarcely 


any weighing over 120 pounds; they have long 
hair, small heads, big feet and yellow skin. 
Their food consists mainly of ilsh, corn bread 
and wild onions; there is no butter made In 
the state—the black snakes suck all the mi'k 
from the cows.

He Is a silent partner of his brother 
at Jackson, where tbey carry on an extensive 
manufactory of coffins, lor which there Is a 
great demand at a high price, as thousands of 
Northern people come to Florida every year 
to die with consumption and have to be put In 
coffins before they can be sent back to their 
friends In the North. Tho Colonel says the 
health of the state is very good; that a family 
will not have much use for a doctor if they 
will keep plenty of whisky for snake blten 
and quinine for the ague.

At a recent meeting of the Eeveaue 


Commission an amendment to the law of 
interest to tax title buyers and those who 
have to redeem their property after it is 
sold was adopted. The substance of it 
is as follows: 


The law at present imposes a penalty 
amounting to 25 per cont. of the amount of 
tho tax purchase, 1C redeemed at any time be- 
loru. the expiration of six months, if between 
six and twoUe months,50 per cent, If between 
twcU e months and eighteen months, 75 per 
cent., and if between eighteen months and 
two years, 100 per cent, of the amount for 
which the property was sold. The agreed 
change fixes the penalty simply at the rate of 
25 per cent, per annum for Ihe whole of tho 
two years, 01 foi such part thereof as may 
elapse from the time of sale to the time ot re- 
demption 
This will make it Impossible tor a 
tax purchaser, in any case, to recover more 
thau half the amount uow allowed bv law and 
redemptions made in less than six months will 
not bo a remarkably profitable invtstment. 


On the subject of obtaining the tax deed, the 
commission agreed to a provision requiring 
the taxpuiebaser, in making application for 
his deed to certliy that he has given personal 
notice to the owner or occupant of the prop- 
erty of the lact of his tax purchase ana of tho 
ej act date on which the time of redemption 
empires, and that, in case of non-resident own- 
ers, he has made diligent inquiry but has been 
unable to iind such owner or owners

He caught hold of B part of the 
frame of the building and held on bravely 
while he pulled away from the shaft, The 
shopmen ran to have the engine stopped 
but before they had reached Ihe engine 
room all of young Perry'B clothing, ex 
oepfc his shoes and stockings and a piece 
of his shirt sleeve at bis wrist, were lit- 
erally torn from his body, and he was 
thus released from being killed outright. 
The twisting of the clothing tore pieces 
of tiesh from his body, on his breast, 
arms, hips and lega. Greatly {exhausted, 
Perry was taken down from his lofty po- 
sition and removed to hie home st 921

dissonance of the fire bell, the continu- 
ous ringing of which told all too well 
that a disastrous confl igralion {was la 
progress. 
The 
origin of 
the 
flre 


was located at the Vulcan Foundry, 
on 
Mechanic 
street, 
between Six- 


teenth 
and 
Seven ccnth, 
and 
the 


various fli'c organisations promptly re- 
sponded to the summons. 
Owing to the 


prevalence of a stronz nonvester, the 
flames spread rapidly to the south, and 
block after block was rapidly swept be- 
fore the march of the destroying element 
Some idi>a of the rapidity of its spread 
may be gained from the statement that 
at times the roofs of buildings for 
three consecutive 
blocks 
would bo 


found all ablaze while thu walls remained 
intact. It was not in human strength or 
skill to stay its progress under circum- 
stances so dlso-dvanlaaooas. The flre 
department did little, for there was but 
litile it ' could 
accomplish. 
Flakes 


of

gale to distances, in some instances, 
of five blocks 
in 
advance of 
the 


main body of 
the 
furious 
flames. 


They were the skirmishers sent ahead of 
the column to announce its advance. 
It 


was providential that it was so, for 
the heralded warning announced to the 
affrighted dwellers ahead that life and 
property were in jeopardy and enabled 
many to save a small Ipnrliou of their 
household goods, and, what was still' 
more precious, their little ones, who 
were borne to places of safety. 


THE BURNKD UISTICT. 


A broad belt of devastation at this 


hour mirks the sites of hundreds of 
onee happy homes, and ghostly chimneys 
and seared walls stand auard over the 
smouldering debris. Beginning at the 
place 
of 
origin, 
thence 
south 
to 


Broadway, in 
an 
area bounded on 


the 
east 
and 
west 
by 
Sixteenth 


and Twenty-first streets, increased by 
another block on the east, after crossing 
Broadway, the city is swept as it by a 
besom of destruction. 
The bouse left 


standing In the wake of that victorious 
column is the exception for which there 
is no assignable cause. 
In the uni- 


versal 
confusion 
of 
affairs 
details 


are difficult to gather. The homeless are 
In search of shelter from the biting blasts 
of the initial norther of the season, and 
the destitute are wrinzing their hands in 
dumb despair. 
Happily the horrors of 


the situation are not heightened by the 
loss of human life. Its deep shading al- 
ready taxes the somber brush of a Rem- 
biandt. 


MEASURES Off RELIEIT. 


The meeting of the Cotton Exchange 


yesterday afternoon was largely attended 
by business men, who immediately set 
about providing relief for the homeless 
and

Moody, President of the Cotton Ex- 
change, as chairman. A finance commit- 
tee of five, with Colons!

for the various sections of the burned 
district. Contributions are ponring in 
from all parts of the city. 
At the citi- 


zens' meeting at the Cotton Exchange 
916,500 were subscribed by business men.

THE PROGRESS OF THE FLAMES. 


About four o'clock the fire began, to 


spread to the east and to the west of Six- 
teenth and Seventeenth streets. 
The 


wind rose to a gale and pandemonium 
reigned. For a time it seemed as though: 
the entire eastern hall of the city was 
doomed. The fire spread rapidly to the 
southward, licking up the blocks of ele- 
gant residences hastily abandoned by 
their Inmates. 
By five o'clock It had 


reached Broadway, 
which threads the 


center of the island, running east and 
west. 


At seven o'clock the wind gare signs 


ol dying away, and shortly after it began 
to shift, then to decrease, until by eight 
o'clock only a fair breeze was blowing, 
bat by this time the tire had eaten ita 
way to Avenue 0, where, at nine o'clock, 
it seemed to exhaust Itself, and the fire- 
men, coming up, checked its further 
ravages at this point, or within two 
blocks of the gulf. The burned district 
covers . fifty-two blocks, 
seven 
of 


which 
are 
now 
swept 
entirely 


clean. It is sixteen blocks in depth 
and averages a width of three blocks. 


From 
the house-tops the smoking 


burned district resembles a huge black 
halt opened fan, lying across the island 
from the bay, nearly to the Gulf. The 
island 
at 
that 
point 
Is nineteen 


blocks, or one 
mile 
and a quarter 


wide. The flre started on the north side of 
Avenue A, better known as the Strand, 
which is one block from the bay, and it 
stopped within two blocks of the Gulf. 
Sixteenth struct is ninety-six blocks west 
of the extreme inhabitable end of the 
island, the first residence street being 
Sixth. From Avetiao A to Avenue D, 
the 
flre 
was confined] to the 
strip 


bounded 
on the east by Sixteenth 


street 
and 
on

Seventeenth 
street. 
The 
business 


part of the city begins at Twentieth 
street and runs west, ten blocks 
This 


outline locates the flre, which began to 
spread rapidly after it had passed Avenue 
U. By the time it had reached Avenue 
J, or Broadway, it was sweeping nearly 
three blocks in width from the west side 
of Seventeenth street to the east side of 
Fourteenth 
street. 
About 
three 


hundred houses were burned, which 
were 
occupied by 
fully flve hun- 


dred 
families. 
From Avenue A to 


Avenue 
E, for 
four 
squares, 
the 


burned dwellings were occupied almost 
entirely by the poorer class, and several 
families were crowded in a single hoube 
in this strip. From Avenue E, however, 
the burned district includes the wealtn- 
iest and most fashionable portion of the 
city. 
One hundred elegantly furnished 


All manner of estimates are to be heard 
at this time. The City Assessor bays the 
taxable value of the dwellings burqed Is 
Is $850,000 This mukos the actual value 
of the property §1,500,000, which, per- 
haps, represents the loss in mousy. 
The insurance Is estimated at .$600,000, 
although some insurance men who have 
walked over the district place the insur- 
ance ill $800,000. 
So far as can be 


learned, not a single accident occurred. 
The scene dm Ing the progress of the 
Ore was simply frightful, so filled with 
miseiy and terror, that whoever wit-

burned out lose the better portions of 
their fortunes, or their little all. Some 
families saved a good deal of furniture, 
others left with only the clothes on their 
backs, so confident were they that the 
ore would not reach them. 
The loss in 


personal and household property can 
never be estimated and is not Included 
in the previous estimates. 


Losses and Insurance. 


GALVESTON, TKX., November 14.—As 


aearly as can be estimated the loss to 
the insurance companies by yesterday's 
ttre will reach $1,000,000, and the total 
loss 82.000,000. The butned district ex- 
tends from Mechanic street on the north 
lo avenue O on the south, and cast and 
west between Sixteenth and Twenty-first 
Streets, covering a strip forty or fifty 
blocks long and five blocks broad through 
the finest residence portion of the city. 
All that remains of these once beautiful 
ind happy homes are a few standing 
chimneys and numbers of half-burned 
ornamental trees and shrubs. 


As the flames swept uucontrolably 


Hong before the gale, policemen ran 
from house to house In advance and 
aroused the sleeping residents, giving 
them barely time to save themselves and 
What clothing taey could hastily throw 
on. People thus aroused several blocks 
In advance of the flames could not be 
made to realiie that they were in immi- 
nent danger, and would not attempt to 
more their effects until too late.

lost their household effects after remov- 
ing them to what they considered safe 
places.

§20,000 for the relief of the sufferers. 
The relief committees, appointed at the 
Citizens' meeting yesterday noon, are ac-

propriated §15,000 trom the general fund 
for relief. They have also passed the 
customary resolutions of thanks, etc. 


At one time durinsr the night the wind 


blew with terrible force, which carried 
the fl imes across the streets and vacant 
blocks. 


The insurance men hold a meeting to- 


night. Those burned out in many In- 
stances lost their insurance papers. 


Telegrams of condolence are pouring 


in from all parts of the country. Many 
cities and towns throughout the country 
ire offering aid.
